Helen Jenkins Davis,

Helen Jenkins Davis, of 1100 
E. Broad St., died Sunday 
(June 28) at the age of 92. 
Davis would have been 93 on 
July 28, making her the oldest 
living Black born in Columbus. 
Davis was also the oldest 
member of Second Baptist 
Church. 


“She was one of the most 
fabulous persons I've ever met 
in my life. She was constantly 
forging ahead, opening up 
ways for others; especially in 
education,” said Pastor Leon L. 
Troy of Second Baptist 
Church. 

“Her influence and her lead- 
ership will be missed, but her 
footprints will be left on our 
hearts and minds," Troy 
added. 


Davis was a graduate of East 
High School and the old 
Columbus Normal School for 
elementary teacher training. 
Davis completed her training in 
1916, but because of racism 
she was not hired until 1918. 


Davis was the first Black 
teacher to be hired by the 
Columbus Public School sys- 
tem and taught for 35 years 
before retiring in 1954. 

Davis was a member of the 
Vanguard League and helped 
picket stores and theatres in 
Columbus that discriminated 
against Blacks. 


Davis was a life member of 
the Ohio Retired Teachers 
Association and the NAACP. 
She was an honorary member 
of the Franklin County 
Teachers Association.

The Franklin County Pro- 
secutor's office has filed a 
motion asking that it be 
allowed to intervene in the case 
as supplementary counsel for 
the state of Ohio. In the motion 
filed by assistant prosecuting 
attorney, William J. Owen, 
Owen said the office “has an 
interest relating to the property 
or transaction” and that “the 
disposition of the action may, 
as a practical matter, impair or 
impede his ability to protect 
the interests of the State of 
Ohio.” 

In opposing the motion to 
intervene Walden's attorneys 
claim “the prosecutor has no 
more interest relating to the 
property than any other citizen 
of the State, and one would 
hope that he is not suggesting 
thatany citizen could intervene 
in this action as a party.” 

Fais has not ruled on the 
motion. Whatever the ruling, it 
is likely to be accepted.

The cost of justice 


How much is justice worth? 
Mitchell Livingston, dean of Stu- 

-« dent Life at The Ohio State Univer- 
sity, estimates that it would cost 
$80 million per year, for 10 years, 

_ .to significantly increase, at least to 
the statewide ratio of Blacks in the 
population, the number of Blacks 
enrolling in and graduating from 
OSU. 


In these fiscally conservative times, many just smile and shake their 
heads at such a declaration. “The money's just not there,” they invariably 
say. They point to budgets which are already tight, and to taxes which 
taxpayers believe are already high, and say, “we can't afford it.” 

How much is justice worth? 

In the Ohio General Assembly, the legislators debate whether to force 
the state’s pension systems to divest themselves of funds in companies 
doing business with South Africa. 

The major opposition is from Democrats and Republicans who argue 
‘that such a move could cost the systems $100 million. 

These two distinct and disparate incidents demonstrate something that 

we always know, but must be often reminded of: the relative value of

"| justice. Fairness and right are easy qualities to discuss, and to endorse. 


After all, each of us wants to do “the right thing.” 


But when “the right thing" has a price tag attached to it, the response - 


changes. It is based on the inherent value of those for whom we must do 
the right thing. And the value is often frightening. 

For many legislators, the groanings of the Black majority in South 
Africa are not worth $100 million. Their pain has been devalued in a nation 
which has often devalued the pain of its own Black citizens. 

In one instance at-OSU, we see the horrible price which has been paid 
for the systematic discrimination against Black people. Just to bring 
Blacks to some level of educational parity would cost an infusion of $800 
million over 10 years--in one institution. 

The problems of Black student enrollment at our major universities ts 
complex, but it all comes down toone thing; the failure of will and purpose 
to address an entire history of slavery, segregation and discrimination. 

That history cost Black people much, and yielded white people much. If 
we are to correct history, we must pay its dues, with accumulated interest. 
The small pittance that Blacks are asking society to pay for the massive 
injustice done is the minimum of fairness and justice. 

There is a price tag on justice. In so many ways, it must be paid. To fail 
to pay it to Black people, both here and around the globe, is to devalue the 
notion of “justice for all.” \ 


Power and Seniority | 


U.S. Representative Louis Stokes (D-21) has taken on a highly visible 
role in the Congressional lrangate investigation so it's relatively easy to 
demonstrate the power and esteem that his colleagues have conferred on 
him. Yet there is another side, not nearly as visible, but probably more 
important to the state of Ohio. 

Last week, Rep. Stokes brought his considerable power to bear during 
the shaping of the House Appropriations Committee's Energy and Water 
Development Appropriations Bill for 1988 and obtained $11 million for 
Cleveland's ports and harbor work, including $1.8 million to study 
improvements to Pier 22, Cleveland's lakefront showpiece. 

Working with Representatives Mary Rose Oakar and Edward Feighan, 
Stokes’ committee also provided $1.4 million for the Sims Park Erosion 
Control Project in Euclid. 

Congressman Stokes was also sustained by the committee in his effort 
to provide $3.2 million appropriation for the Department of Energy's 
office of Minority Economic Impact, a funding level increase of $537,000 
over the administration request. The money will continue the Minority 
Educational Institution Assistance Program and the Minority Honors 
Training program. 

On the campuses of many historically Black colleges and universities, 
minority honor students will be aided in their pursuit of education in 
energy-related fields. Many won't recognize Rep. Stokes as their political 
benefactor, but residents of northeastern Ohio can be proud that Stokes 
is just as effective in the legislative trenches as he is on nationaltelevision, 
making his seniority and power work for his constituency.

Lemon laws are in'effect in 
over 40 states, since the first law, 
in Connecticut, was passed in 
1982. However, the car manufac- 
turers have generally “fought like 
tigers” against the bill, Thompson 
said, arguing that there are no E 
lemons, but that any car can 
ultimately be fixed. 


Ohio's new law, which passed 
the House 97-0 and the Senate

31-2, permits the owner of a car 
to return the car to the manufac- 
turer if the dealer or distributor is 
unable to repair the car after a 
“reasonable number of attempts.” 
This is defined as, within the first 
year or 18,000 miles, whichever 
comes first: three times for the 
same defect; the car is out of ser- 
vice at least 30 days; there have 
been eight attempts to repair all 
defects; or the defect is likely to 
cause death or serious injury to 


the operator or occupants. 


As part of the compromise to 
gain passage of the bill, Thomp- 
son accepted Senate-proposed 
language which would revise the 
law regulating automobile 
dealers. 


Currently, a manufacturer can 
take away the franchise of a 
dealer almost at will. However, 
the bill would require the creation 
of a dealer board which would 
review the circumstances sur- 
rounding a manufacturer's 
request to terminate or not renew 
a franchise, and would prohibit 
the manufacturer from imposing 
unreasonable conditions for the 
transfer of a franchise to a child. 

The compromise was neces- 
sary to split dealers and manufac- 
turers. In the past, when the idea 
of a lemon law was proposed, 
dealers and manufacturers usu- 


ally lined up in opposition, and 
the dealer lobby--which has suc- 
cessful local businesspersons in 
almést every tative or 
senator's district--was able to 
Strangle passage. 

However, the momentum for 
the bill, which has been approved 
in other states, was too great for 
dealers to overcome, and they 
joined the bill in order to gain 
support for their efforts to strpng- 
then their hand with the manufac- 
turers. . 

The number one complaint’of 
average consumers nationwide is 

the sale repair of automobiles. 
So, if you think you've got a 
lemon, you're not alone. The 
Thompson bill will allow those 
who have been “lemonized” to 
squeeze back a little harder.

My enthusi- 
asm was quickly dampened when | recalled New 
Zealanders speaking about their deathly wage tax 
and the very low probability of anyone becoming 
wealthy in their country. 

Thus | now find myself worrying about high insu- 
rance premiums and/or exorbitant taxes decimating 
American small businesses who are the prime 
generators of new jobs. 

Yet! have not seen a new cost effective full feature 
medical plan that truly supplants the traditional 
programs. | hold little hope of seeing a near-term 
cost-effective full featured health care program 
because of the foolhardy actions of politicians like 
Delaware's Insurance Commissioner. 

This chap wants Delaware car owners to have a 
sticker on their automobile stating the expiration 
date of their insurance policy. 

This sticker plan will guarantee a market for the 
insurance companies, But many poor people have 
opted to drive without automobile liability insurance 
because premiums are too high to justify the benef- 
its of insurance protection. That is, poor families 
really have nothing to lose. 

Clearly socialized medicine and guaranteed 
automobile insurance market concepts infer a lack 
of business acumen on the part of America’s politi- 
cal leaders. | get the distinct impression that our 
political leaders are consulting soothsayers with 
crystal balls to address the crises in America’s insu- 
rance industry.

A highly publicized lawsuit charging discrimina- 
tion against one of America’s leading newspapers, 
the New York Daily News, recently ended with a 
settlement of over $3 million for the Black journal- 
ists who won their case. 

The significance of that suit will be felt in every 
newsroom and television station in the country. 


The journalists’ grievances dealt with middle 
management harassment and actions that 
obstructed their careers. Usually such complaints 
are settled internally, settled before going to trial, or 
the aggrieved journalists just move onto other jobs. 

But this was the first such case that actually went 
tojury trial, and the successful suit sends a powerful 
message to publishers and media chiefs that dis- 
crimination can be costly. 

It should result in promoting and hiring more 
Blacks in the nation's media outlets, and in fairer 
treatment for minorities. 

The media mirror society in that while overtly 
condemning racial discrimination many either tol- 
erate it in their own operations or have abysmal 

hiring and promotion records. 

Minorities are about a fourth of the population, 
but only about six percent of reporters and editors in 
daily newspapers are minority. The majority of daily 
newspapers don't have any minorities in responsi- 
ble newsgathering and editing posts. 


In broadcasting, the situation is much the same. 
Viewers may think Blacks enjoy equal opportunities 
because of a handful of nationator local broadcasts 
that feature Black talk-show personalities or 
reporters. 


tively rare in reporting slots, anchor positions, and 
in the editing and producing jobs that determine 
what news Americans get in their broadcasts. 


Part of the situation derives from the exclusion of 
minorities from media ownership. Blacks own only 
about one percent of the nation’s 1,138 television 
stations; about one-and-a-half percent of the 9,000 
radio stations, and too few cable TV systems to 
count. 

We can't let the successes of such stars as Bill 
Cosby and other Black artists and writers obscure 
the reality of Black exclusion from the daily press 
and the nation’s television outlets. 


So long as Blacks are rarely found in newsrooms, 
editorial posts, management jobs and ownership 
positions, the nation's media will be cut off from a 
significar.{ and rising portion of the population, and 
their integrity will be called into question. 

The success of the Black press and minority- 
oriented media demonstrates the wealth of capable 
journalists, managers and entrepreneurs in the 
Black community. So the majority media can't hide 
behind! the old lie about no qualified Blacks being 
available. 

In fact, they are available, need opportunities, and 
will strengthen the operations of any organization 
that makes an effort to recruit and promote them, 

So this is the time to crack the barriers in the 
highly visible areas of the media and to finally inte- 
grate the institutions that can't really inform us ade- 
quately without including all groups in all aspects of 
their operations.

Booker T. Washington, educa- 
1, and statesman, is Hampton 
niversity’s most famous gradu- 
e and founder of Tuskegee Uni- 
srsity.

Washington's political views 
ere as controversial as his 
pproach to education, but his 
chievements made him the most 
owerful Black American who 
ver lived.

if we make it to the Tricenten- 
nial of our nation’s birth, the 
greatest educational entertain- 
ment will be 20th century history. 
People are going to wonder what 
was going through the minds of 
today’s Americans. Let's talk 
about the strange items in my 
mail. 

The New York-based Intellec- 
tual Activist newsletter, recently 
found in my mailbox, reports 
some real gems. In their May 
1987 edition, there's a story about 
the New York Board of Regents’ 
wish to change college scholar- 


and fraternity files, and (at least 
at George Mason University) 


There is plenty of room for 
debate over Washington's 
methods, but none over the 
results, What he did with his life 
was monumental. 

He influenced higher education 
in general--not just at Black insti- 
tutions. He demonstrated that 
strength, self-help and racial pride 
can defeat discrimination and with 
an iron will built the most famous 
Black schoo! of its time from 4 
dilapidated shanty and a run- 
down abandoned Black church in 

rural Alabama. 

On July 4, 1881, when Booker Le 
Washington opened the Tuskegee 
Normal School For Colored Youth 
in the little town of Tuskegee, Ala- 
bama, in addition to having tittle 
money to run the school, he had to 
convince the local White popula- 


tion that educating Blacks would 
not cause them to leave the farms 
and disrupt the state's economy. 

But Washington had his own 
practical reasons for wanting 
Blacks to stay with the land: 85 
percent of the Blacks in the Gulf 
States depended upon agriculture 
for their living. 

_ Therefore, he did not want to 
train them out of sympathy with 
agriculture.

This pragmatic philo- 
sophy would later propel him to 
national fame and power. 

When the 30 students in Tuske- ~ 
gee’s first class started their train- 
ing in 1881, perhaps they did not 
know what to expect from the Tus- 
kegee Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tute, but Principal Washington 
knew exactly what he intended to

The problem of declining 
Black enrollment in higher 
education is “fairly complex,” 
and includes the probiem of 
reduced scholarship availabil- 
ity, and expansion of the armed 
services as an alternative for 
many Black youth. 

However, the problem is 
exacerbated by a national cli-

Mitchell Livingston, Dean of 
Student Life at OSU, has esti- 
mated that significant im- 
provement in the percentage of 
Black students enrolled in and 
graduating from OSU would 
cost at least $80 million per 
year for 10 years. That state- 
ment, Ross argues, “shows 
how urgent the problem is.” 

“You've got to have pro- 
grams to back public policy 
statements, otherwise it’s just 
rhetoric," Ross said.

“| don’t see how (the union 
leaders) can sleep at night if 
they say they support the cyr- 
rent administration,” Dawkins 
said. 

Dawkins, son of longtime 
Democratic politico Ed Daw- 
kins, said the Democrats’ 
fiasco and their reaction to his 
candidacy highlight the prob- 
lems facing the Franklin 
County Democratic party 
today. 

“They're not supporting the 
common folk," Dawkins said, 
arguing that the party has 
moved away from grass-roots, 
door-to-door campaigning 
and canvassing and is tying its 
future — with disastrous results 
to a more impersonal, televi- 
sion approach to campaigning. 

“Their ways are antiquated,” 
Dawkins asserted, “and in 
order to get in touch with the 
common folk, they have to 
change their ways from the 
Republican party.” 

Dawkins does not expect to 
defeat Rinehart, but he does 
hope that his candidacy 
accomplishes something. 

“What | hope to gain is the 
respect of the. party, not as 
Chris Dawkins, but as what the

The 1987 Spring Block Party 
is being called one of the best 
programs ever sponsored for 
minority students at Ohio State 
University. 


The Block Party is an out- 
door festival and dance con- 
ducted each spring for Ohio 
State’s 2,500 Black students. 
The May 29 event attracted 
about 4,000 people, including 
many Black college students 
from across Ohio. 


Mitchel D. Livingston, dean 
of student life; said he felt the 
Block Party was “possibly the 
best social program we've had 
for minorities on campus.” 


“Ohio State University can 
be and should be as socially 
and culturally relevant to 
minority students as to major- 
ity persons,” Livingston said. 
“With this event, we were able 
to demonstrate that quite 
successfully.” 


Livingston and Bob Rodda, 
who coordinated the event, 
both credited the organiza- 
tional setup for the success of 
the event. “We made a decision 
a few years ago to plan the 
Block Party in the same way we 
do the Ohio State-Michigan 
Weekend Party,” Livingston 
said. 


Using the Michigan Week- 
end model, a committee of 
Black student leaders and uni- 
versity staff coordinated the 
event with university person- 
nel, area neighborhood 
groups, and police and fire 
officers from Columbus and 
Franklin County. Key to the 
preparation is the training of 
volunteer marshals, who 
assisted officers in patrolling 
the party grounds. 


The results were successful. 
Officers reported two assaults, 
two robberies and a few inci- 
dents of theft associated with 
the event. 


“That is far less than we 
would experience on a normal 
weekend on High Street,” Liv- 
ingston said. “Going to this 
organizational model is the 
most important thing we've 
done in protecting the integrity 
of the event.” 


Safety and security weren't 
the only considerations in mak- 
ing the event a success, said 
Rodda, who is the director of 
the Office of Student Organiza- 
tions and Activities. He cre- 
dited a “polite crowd.” 


“The party was successtul 
because people wanted to 
have a good time and did. They 
talked to their friends, danced 
and enjoyed the music. It really 
is a significant social event.” 


Livingston said he hopes the 
success of the Block Party is 
only a kickoff for minority 
activities on campus. . 


“We are attempting to iden- 
tify and develop as many posi- 
tive traditions of a social and 
cultural nature for minority 

on our campus,” he 
said. “We are now on the thre- 
shold of redefining this by ask- 
ing questions about the institu- 
tion’s environment. If the 
environment is the problem, 
then we'll alter it to make it 
relevant.”

on Black concerns in schools 


A May 21 editorial in The 
CALL & POST described the 
cerns that many Black par- 


Black citizens raised at a 
ecent educational forum 
ponsored by the 29th District 
itizens' Caucus. Board of 
ducation President Robert 
eiler, who attended the 
lorum and is up for re-election 
his year, specifically address- 
ed the issues raised in the edi- 
‘orial. The following is the text 
of his letter to The CALL & 
POST: 

1. The writer said many par- 
ents are concerned about the 
affect of increasing the number 
of alternative schools as a 
means of retraining and 
attracting more middle-class 
families. What does this do for 
the black and poor students? 

The answer is that alterna- 
tive schools provide choices 
for all students, not just white 
middle-class Students. In the 
lottery for next school year, 
53.8% of all the applicants were 
black. Obviously, many black 
families must feel there are 
benefits for their children in the 
alternative schools. At the 
same time that we are adding 
alternative schools, this Board 
of Education is committed to 
strengthening the regular 
schools. We do not want atwo- 
tiered system, so we are pump- 
ing extensive new resources 
into the conventional schools 
-- gifted programs, art, music 
and physical education spe- 
cialists; and $200,000 for excel- 
lence projects, for example. 

2. The writer asked: “Why 
has the Board been so gung-ho 
for tax abatements?" 

There is no Board member 
who is gung-ho for tax abate- 
ment. For several years after 
the Nationwide-Ohio Center 
abatement, the Board opposed 
tax abatements. The result was 
that businesses flocked to the 
suburbs where they could eas- 
ily get abatements and where

the increased tax revenues 
after the abatement period will 
go to the suburban school dis- 
tricts. Tax abatements are pos- 
sible by a state law designed to 
encourage economic devel- 
opment. School boards areina 
“Catch 22" situation. If we sup- 
port them, people accuse us of 
giving away tax dollars. If we 
oppose them, we lose out 
on our future tax base. By being 
part of the process, at least the 
Board has a chance to place 
limits on the extent of abate- 
ments -- something this Board 
has done very well in recent 
cases. 


3. The writer cited fears that 
black children are being 
tracked into vocational pro- 
grams, rather than encouraged 
to go to college. 

Thisis nottrue. For years, we 
have encouraged all high 
school students to consider a 
vocational program, whether 
or not they intend to go to col- 
lege. Labor market projections 
show that 80% of all new jobs in 
the next few years will require a 
vocational - technical skill 
instead of a college diploma. At 
present, 52% ofall our 11th and 
12th graders are in some kind 
of vocational program. Of 

.these students, 45% are black 
-- exactly matching the percen- 


OSU prof. studying decline 
of Black males in college 


The decline in continued 
enrollment and matriculation 
of minority students is a prob- 
lem faced by many universities 
across the nation. Dr. Clyde 
Franklin, asociology professor 
at The Ohio State University, 
has chosen to direct his efforts 
towards the analysis of this 
problem. 


As a graduate of AM&N in 
Pine Bluff, Ark. and a 1962 
Master recipient in Sociology 
from Atlanta U., Franklin holds 
particular interest in the social 
psychology of males, race and 
gender relations, and sociolog- 
ical theory. He received his 
PhD in March of 1969 at the 


University of Washington with | 


a dissertational focus on the 
“Intra-Group Opinion Change 


as aFunction of Credibility and 
Dependence.” 

Franklin has written several 
books which focus on the 
sociological role of Black 
males within the family, educa- 
tion, economical institution, 
and religion. His works include 
Minority Group Relations, 
Theoretical Perspectives In 
Social Psychology, The 
Changing Definition of Mascu- 
linity, and Men and Society to 
be completed this Fall. 

He views his career as excit- 
ing not only asa teacher butas 
a researcher. Examples of his 
research include a pilot study 
of Black youth in suburban 
areas. 

Franklin stresses that Black 
youth should keep their goals 
in mind as a key to success. 
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tage of black students In our 
district. At the same time, the 


local business Jeaders are 
developing a new program 
called PACE (Providing 
Assistance for Continuing 
Education). We believe 
strongly that no student should 
be deprived of a college educa- 
tion due to a lack of money or 
due to complicated proce- 
dures for getting financial aid. 
PACE will provide advisors to 
help students get college scho- 
larships and will give “last dol- 
lar” aid after all other sources 
have been exhausted. 

4. Finally, the writer claims 
that black children are being 
disproportionately disciplined 
in the schools, and that too 


many black children are drop- - 


ping out of school. 

it is true that black students 
are being disciplined at a rate 
greater than their proportion in 
the total enroliment. While 
blacks are 45.9% of our student 
body, blacks make up 55.3% of 
the suspensions and 61.2% of 
the expulsions. What this really 
means is that more black stu- 
dents are breaking the rules, 
not that we are punishing black 
students disproportionately. 
The Board of Education is 
firmly committed to making 
sure that discipline policies are 
fairly administered in a non- 
discriminatory manner. This 
year, the school district has 
helped to organize a Coalition 
of Concerned Black Citizens. 
The CCBC is working through 
the churches, the schools, and 
social service agencies to help 
young black males with behav- 
ior problems. As for dropouts, 
even one is too many. How- 
ever, the fact is that Columbus 
has the lowest dropout rate 
(2.1%) of any city in Ohio, and 
less than one-third of these 
dropouts are black. 

The Columbus Board of 
Education is committed to a 
goal of operating the best 
urban school system in the 
nation. The information in this 
letter covers only a part-ofthe 
story. In order to achieve the 
excellence we all want for our 
schools, we need students who 
are receiving proper support 
and motivation from the home 
and in the community. It's not 
just the school's responsibility. 
It must be a partnership.

You're 10,000 miles from 
home, tired and lonely, and all 
you can think about is...a hot 
dog. If that’s the problem, 
Harry Hirschinger is the man 
for you. 

Hirschinger, better known as 
“Hot Dog Harry,” was the 
owner of mobile hot dog 
stands around the city of 
Columbus. For several years, 
he has also given away hot 
dogs and soft drinks to soldiers 
overseas. He has since sold his 
profitable hot dog business in 
order to devote full time to this 
project. 

He has created “Operation 
Christmas Cheer" to promote 
his efforts to share the taste of 
America’s favorite frank with 
Gls in far-off spots of the 


world. But Operation Christ- 
mas Cheer now needs a new 
name to reflect a change of 
mission. 

Hirschinger plans to expand 
his giveaway to include addi- 
tional holidays, like Memorial 
Day, July 4th and Thanks- 
giving.
